ANSWER TO COUNCIL DUE TODAY 


Representatives of the city, conducting 
negatiations toward a merger of the elevated 
and street car companies, closed the door on 
the public yesterday. They met in execu- 
tive session with representatives of the trac- 
tion interests, refusing demands for admit- 
tance made by newspaper men. 

The nature of the session—held in the offices 
of the subway commissibn in the City Hall 
Square building—was determined by Ald. 
Eugene Block, chairman of the council com- 
mittee On local transportation. He also is 
chairman of the subcommittee authorized to 
reopen the merger negotiations, and the 
meeting was a conference of that body with 
attorneys for the Chicago Elevated railways. 

No official information was given out at the 
close of the session except that the subcom- 
mittee had advanced specific contentions in 
reply to the company’s statement of the price 
it paid for the four elevated companies 
merged in 1911. 


Company to Reply Today. 

It also was announced that the company 
will endeavor to present its reply this after- 
noon. Then, it was promised, figures and 
facts will be made public. 

“If the company presents its answer to 
the contentions of the subcommittee,’ said

Nothing was transacted at the: meeting 
that cannot be disclosed as soon as we reach 
something like a conelusion whether there 
is any chance for the merger proposition. 
This meeting was no more secret than all 
the others that have been held on the subject 
in Mayor Harrison's office. He was sick or 
probably the one today would have been 
held there. They all are in the nature of 
conferences and no business is transacted. 

The subcommittee was authorized to 
learn whether there is a chance that the city 
and the elevated and surface companies can 
negotiate on the merger question.

If on 
this basis of the price the present company 
paid for the properties of the four companies 
it succeeded we can come within a distance 
of each other considered arbitrable we shail 
so report to the entire committee. 

“That will be our report—that formal ne- 
gotiations be reopened—and the cemmittee 
then will take up the task. The subcommit- 
tee isn’t authorized to do any more than 
this and its report to the entire committee 
will be full and complete,”

Says General Manager Dippel 


Works Her Most, Pays 
Foreigners Best. 


WRITES TO McOCORMICK. 


Mme. Carolina White has served strike no- 
tice on Harold F. MeCormick, president of 
the Chicago Opera company. 

Mme. White wrote a note accusing Genera! 
Manager Andreas Dippel of discriminating 
agalnst-American and English singers in 
taxot of those of other nations. She said she 
Wuweworked harder than any of the foreign 
singers—and at the beggarly pittance of $350 
a week! She asked either she be relieved 
of some of the work by understudies, or she 
be relieved of the contract. 


Dippel Makes Reply. 

The news was given out last night by Mr. 
Dippel himself. He said he could not reply 
to a note he Had not read, with ample justice 
to himself, but he would make a brave at- 
tempt to do his best, Whereupon he dic- 
tated: 

I give you an excerpt from her contract 
and the dates on which she has sung. You 
will observe that the letter of the contract 
has been observed, and if she didn't wish to 
keep it she shouldn't have signed it. The 
prima donnas do not work too much; they 
eat too much. It is terrible the way they 
have been entertained by society in Chicago. 
Too many dinners and too many late hours. 
I eat too much—we all eat too much—butl 
don’t complain.“ 

The excerpt Mr. Dippel exhibited showed 
that Mme. White had been called on to sing 
in eighteen performances since Nov. 2, but 
never twice on the sameday. Her contract 
called for sixty appearances within twenty 
weeks, of which twenty were to be opera 
performances, the balance concert engage- 
ments, 


Mme. White Receives Reporter. 

The reporter sought Mme. White. She 
was in bed. She had just finished a concert at 
the University Congregational church. She 
received in state. 

I have no quarrel with Dippel, she siid, 
although I consider him a slave driver and 
hardly truthful. I must arise the coming 
day for a matinée and sing also at night. 
When I first arrived I was awakened at 3 
o'clock in the morning to sing at a matinée 
that day.

curacy of judgment, but not of genius or ex- 
traordinary ability.“ 


Points Frailties of Washington. 

“ This is all true in the maln,“ the mayor 
goes on, but as a matter of fact he was 
of warm blood and prone to passion, ab his 
contemporaries agree. He is even known to 
have sworn like a trooper at times. His face 
was pitted and he hau bad teeth, and other 
physical imperfections. 

He was not the equal in knowledge of 
history, economics, and government of the 
men who surrounded dim but after he had 
listened patiently to their counsels his jucg.- 
ment was safe and sound.

There were those who saw 
early, even from the beginning, that this 
measure would consolidate and energize 
those devoted to carrying on the war, but 
be was slow to see it. 


Lincoln Inspired Little Respect? 

“Unlike the case of Washington, those 
ground Lincoln, especially members of his 
cabinet, did not greatly respect him. Many 
of them were certain they knew much more 
than he did. Some of them called him an 
old fool. He was blamed for every blunder 
or failure of the generale in the field. The 
newspapers, including practically al of them 
in New York City, condemned him as in- 
competent and small. His generals ridiculed 
him and resented his interference. But he 
had more philosophy than all of his advisers 
and generals and critics put together. And 
therein was his greatness.” 

In referring to the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence the mayor says that this has al- 
ways seemed to him to have been an event 
not so heroic as generally considered.

WIFE DESCRIBES 
TO JURY HOW SHE 
KILLED HUSBAND 


‘While on My Back | Got Gun 
fram Under Pillow as He Beat 
Me,“ Says Mrs. Burnham. 


SHOT AS HE GHOKED HER 


Declares She Went Back to Bed 
and Spouse, Bleeding, Stag- 
gered Into Another Room. 


STATE BRANDS STORY IMPOSSIBLE 


Mrs. Harriet Burnham yesterday told « 
jury in Judge Kersten's court how she shot 
and killed her husband, a roofer, early on 
the morning of June 11. During the recitai 
her eyes were directed more often upon the 
floor than at the twelve men who leaned for- 
ward in their seats to catch her low spoken 
words. It was an intensély dramatic tale 
and the prosecutor in his opening argument 
later denounced it as * impossible.” 

When she had told all her counsel wanted 
her to, Assistant Staté’s Attorney Fleming 
began to pry out the little cetalls of the 
struggle which is supposed to have preceded 
the shooting. Her explanation of how she lay 
flat on her back upon the floor, reached under 
the pillow of the bed with her left hand, 
grasped the revolver, transferred it to her 
right hand, and pulled the trigger—and all 
the time her husband had her by the throas 
and was bouncing her head on the carpet 
brought smiles to the faces of some of the 
jurors. 

When the man had staggered out of the 
room bleeding from two wounds, the wife 
crawled back into bed, where the police found 
her. 


“Sorry I Didn’t Kill Him.” 

Mrs. Burnham gave her version of the trag- 
edy after a number of witnesses fad given | 
damaging testimony against her. A Woman 
in another room on the same ficor testified 
she did not hear the loud cursing of the 
drunken husband nor the sound of the wife's 
head striking the floor. She said that after 
the police came she heard Mrs. Burnham 
remaik: 

J only feel sorry I didn't kill htm.” 

Sergeant Mulvihill] told the jury the police- 
men had to drag Mrs. Burnham out of bed, 
that she fought them all, and on the way to 
the hospital in the patrol wagon, im which 
her dying husband lay, she said: 

Any one who can moanas loud as you can 
will never die.“ 

Mrs. Burnham, who is a large. powerful 
woman, took the stand when court convened 
after the noon recess. She was dressed tn 
black and the pallor of her face—the result of 
seven months in the county jall—was accen- 
tuated by the mourning vell draped about her 
head. 


Widow Tells of Quarrels. 

She went rapidly over her early married 
life. She said she married Burnham in Min- 
neapolig seven years ago. There was a quar 
rel during their honeymoon and these rows 
were frequent up to the time of his death. 
She said his heavy drinking always was the 
cause of their controversies. She admitted 
she fired two shots at her busbanda year ago 
Thanksgiving day when they were living at 
the house of Mrs. Nellie Collins, 2868 West 
Twenty-second street. 

He came home drunk and ruehed for me.,“ 
she said. “ He would have killed me. I fired 
more from fright than anything else. We 
had quarreled the night before. I carried the 
revolver to keep it away from him 

Mrs. Collins had previously told what she 
knew about this affair. 

“I don't know why ehe shot at him.” she 
asserted. “‘“He had just come home from 
work and there were no words that I heard.”’ 

Mrs. Burnham testified she had a quarrel 
with her husband two weeks before he died. 


Describes the Shooting. 

He accused me of interfering with *t. 
affairs,’ she said. “He told me I had 
warned people not to sell him Hauor He 
struck me. He had the revolver and threat- 
ened me with it. 

On the evening of June 10 he was intozi< 
cated at the supper table. I thought I'd take 
him for a walk to sober him up. He abused 
me and talked so loudly people began to no- 
tice us and we went back home. That was at 
7:30. He asked me for money and I gave him 
nearly all I had. I went upstairs and left 
him in the saloon below. I went to bed about 
an hour later. The next thing I knew he 
was in the room. I know now it was about 2 
o'clock in the morning. I asked him what 
time it was. 

None of your business,” he said with 
an oath He called me names He pulled 
me off the bed and began beating and choking 
me. He bumped my head on the floor, 1 
begged and implored him to stop. He sald, 
‘D—— you, I'll kill you.” I tried to take his 
hands from my throat, but I didn’t have 
strength enough. 

“I said, Bert, for God's sake, stop,’ but 
it only made him worse. I felt my senses 
leaving me and thought I wae being killed. 
I got hold of the gun and pulled

Then by continual questioning the prose- 
cutor brought out just how Burnham was 
shot. Here is the woman's story: 

„I was lying flat on my back on the ficor. 
My husband bounced my head on the floor 
seven or eight times. I pleaded and begged 
with him to stop, and when I thought I was 
becoming unconscious I reached for the re- 
volver. It was under a pillow on the bed, 
which is about a foot and a half above the 
floor. I slipped my let hand under the pillow 
and found the gun. Then I transferred it to 
my right hand. I shot him then. I didn’t 
have to move to do it.“ 

„And you say your husband had you by 
the throat while you did all this?“ 

* Yes, sir.” 

“Did you pass the revolver over his body 
or underneath it when you transferred it 
from hand to hand?”

Ignore Sex in Crime, Says Prosecutor. 

“ She wouldn’t get up and dress, he said.

On the way to the hospital 
Burnham was moaning and his wife said: 
Any one who can moan as loud as you will 
never die.“ At the hospital Burnham made 
his statement and Mrs. Burnham confessed 
to the shooting. 

The prosecutor read extracts from Mrs. 
Burnham's testimony at the inquest when she 
cenied firing the shots. In his opening argu- 
ment he said: 

In crime there is no sex. This woman 
should be treated the same as a man. Ifa 
man were on trial for this crime it is likely 
he would go to the gallows. This afternoon 
you have listened to the story of the defend- 
ant. It ie not consistent with the facts nor 
reason. There was no self-defense in this 
case. It is an impossible story. 

What if Burnham did get drunk once in 
awhile? You all know a lot of men doit. A 
glass of beer is the only consolation some men 
have.“ 


DEATH TAKES MRS. C. E. GREEN, 
FIRST EXECUTIVE’S DAUGHTER. 
Chicago Woman Pioneer Lived 88 Years 


in City, Leaving It Only Twice Dur- 
ing That Time. 


Mrs. Caroline E. Green, widow of Walter R. 
Green and daughter of the first executive of 
Chicago, died yesterday at the residence of 
her niece, Mre. Elmer Hill, 25 North Oak 
Park avenue, Oak Park. She was 88 years 
old. 

William B. Ogden, elected in 1887. was the 
first mayor of the incorporated city of Chi- 


' cago, but John Shrigley, father of Mrs. Green, 


was the first elected administrator of the 
community before the time of Ogden. 

Mrs. Green came to Chicago from Petney, 
Vi., when 4 years old, with her father. The 
first Chicago residence of the Shrigleys was a 
cabin on the present site of the Marshall 
Field store. The Shrigieys later moved tothe 
north side just south of where Lincoln park 
now is located. 

During her eighty-four years in Chicago 

Mrs. Green was away from the city but twice, 
once to Manistee, Mich., and once to Traverse 
City, Mich. 
Until a short time before death Mrs, Green's 
memory was perfect. She recalled early ex- 
periences with Indians and told of tne grad- 
val growth of the city. At the time of her 
death she was writing a history of early 
Chicago and had completed 400 pages of it. 

Surviving her are a sister, Mrs. J. Macauley, 
and a niece, Mrs. Elmer Hill of Oak Park.

an engagement with her husband. 

By adroit questioning, she alleges, she suc- 
ceeded in learning from this woman that Mr. 
Brokaw wes unduly intimate aboard his yacht 
Sybarita with a woman known as Estelle 
Perry. 

The latter, it is said, was one of a party 
that cruised with Mr. Brokaw from New 
York to New London, Conn., in July, 1908. 
Mrs. Brokaw says that her allegations will 
be substantiated at the trial by Walter Bil- 
ford, Mr. Brokaw's secretary, and by August 
Gignet, his valet. 


Cites Register of Hotel. 

As a further ground for divorce, Mrs. Bro- 
kaw alleges that her husband registered at 
the Hotel Carlton at Stamford, Conn., in 
September, 1008, with a woman called Mabel 
Weeks. Qn this occasion the trip from New 
York was made with another couple in an 
automobile, it is claimed. 

An affidavit by Arthur J. Baldwin, of coun- 
sel to the plaintiff, forms the basis of her 
third charge. It sets for the circumstances 
of an alleged trip to Europe made by Brokaw 
in April, 1900, with a Mme. Susan Setty. 
On this trip Mr. Brokaw traveled as Dr. 
Porter,“ it ie sald, and drank much cham- 
pagne in a certain woman's stateroom. 

In her petition Mrs. Brokaw denies every 
charge of her husband, who alleges undue 
intimacy at Westbury, L. I., during March 
and April, 1910, with Alex von Hockwacker, 
‘a supposed German baron,“ with a Maurice 
Gray at the Beau Rivage Palace hotel in 
Lausanne, Switzerland, in May, 1910, and 
with an unidentified man at Colorado Springs 
in October, 1909. '

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WRONG DIAGNOSIS COMMON, 
ASSERTS DR. RICHARD CABOT. 


“Tuberculosis” Turns Out to Be Entire- 
ly Different Disease in 41 Per Cent 
of Cases, He Says. 


Diagnoses of tuberculosis are wrong forty- 
one times out of every hundred. 

Dr. Richard C. Cabot of Boston has deduced 
this from a study of 3,000 autopsies. His in- 
vestigation is the basis of a paper in the 
current number of the Journal of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association. 

He counted errors in diagnosis in twenty- 
eight of the commoner diseases and attrib- 
uted them to methods rather than to physi- 
clan. 

Some of the commoner mistakes which Dr. 
Cabot found follow: 

“ Acute gastritis” is a rare disease in 
adults. Ae a rule, appendicitis or gall stones 
is the correct diagnosis. 

“Chronic indigestion’ is usually a mis- 
taken @iagmosis, the actual condition being 

peptic ulcer, pulmonary tuberculosis, con- 
pa tion, or cancer. 

„Bronchitis usually proves to be Faber. 
culosis or a disease of the bronchial tubes. 

„Asthma beginning after middle life is 
usually symptomatic of cardiac or renal dis- 
ease. 

“(Malaria is often diagnosed in cases of 
tuberculosis, blood poison, hepatic abscess, 
and urinary infections. 

“Typhoid fever may mean tuberculosis 
of latent sepsis. 

“ Rheumatism has sometimes turned out 
to be one of no less than twelve ailments 
which include. lead poisoning, the morphine 
habit, and alcoholic neuritis.

Leaves Committee. 


UP TO THE LEGISLATURE. 


Juul Law Amendment Would 
Put Salaries Back on the 
Present Basis. 


Necessity for 20 per cent cuts in the salaries 
of practically all city employés for at least the 
first six months of 1013 became certain yes- 
terday. The annual municipal budget left 
the hands of the finance committee and will 
be presented to the council on Monday night 
providing for this reduction. 

The final figures had not been completed 
when the appropriation bill was closed in 
the afternoon, and accountants, after work- 
ing late into the night on them, will endeavor 
to complete them for presentation to the 
printer today. 

Until then the full extent of the cut will 
not be known, but it was estimated it will 
without approximately $2,000,000—at least 
temporarily—from about 15,000 employés. 


All Depends on Legislature. 

If the legislature accedes to the city’s plea 
for relief from its financial troubles the 20 
per cent will be paid to the employés. If 
the necessary amendment to the Juul law 
is not passed they will continue to draw only 
their reduced pay. 

“There js no indication that the plan will 
be changed,“ said Chairman John A. Rich- 
ert, as all are agreed this is the only way 
the city can get along on its curtailed rev- 
enues. The only ones exempt are those 
whose positions are created by statute, such 
as the mayor, city treasurer, eH clerk, mu- 
nicipal judges and aldermen. 

„Al other employés will be paid only 89 
per cent of their wages as the budget pro- 
vides the additional 20 per cent as appro- 
priated contingent upon the passage of relief 
legislation. 

Ald. Richert expressed pleasure that the 
appropriation bill had left the hands of the 
finance committee without having been in- 
creased above the estimates for the de- 
partments made by the controller on the 
basis of the expected revenue. 


Provides Fund for Survey. 

The last item included in the bill was 522,500 
asked by the committee on local industries 
for a survey of all streets jutting into, cross- 
ing, or immediately paralleling 
rights of way. The committee contende this 
will bring immense returns in the way of 
compensation.

German manufacturers are outwittting 
Americans in the foreign trade because the 
Germans are better psychologists, according 
to a Statement made yesterday by Dr. George 
A. Dorsey at the Illinois Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation luncheon at the Hotel La Salle.

cited Instances of American trade losses in 
China and India, which held the close atten- 
tion of his hearers for more than an hour. 
It we are going to do business with China 
and India.“ he said, “we must do as the 
Germans do: go directly after it through 
salesmen who speak Chinese and the Hindu 
language, and who are in sympathy with the 
customs of the people you would deal with.

The English, 
he said, have been equal sufferers with the 
American manufacturer, 7 

It is useless to attempt to do business in 


foreign countries 2 catalogues. They 
merely gather dust in the spere room of our 
consular agents. These consular agents, as 
I know from personal experience with them, 
marvel at the supreme ignorance of the big 
American traders. 


Must Use Imaginations. 

“The consuls should be transferred to the 
department of commerce and labor and be- 
come, as are the German representatives, 
drummers for the trade of the countries to 
which they are assigned. China offers great 
opportunities for the American maenufac- 
turer, but we will have to use our imagina- 
tions to get our share.” 

Dr. Dorsey impressed upon the manufac- 
turers that they could not hope to sell 
abroad, particularly in China and India, the 
same commodities desired by the American 


people.

The traditional ‘‘ master of all he surveys 
will not truthfully apply in Schulte’s case, 

- Because he can stand on his front porch and 
look thirty-five miles up and down the valley 
on one slope of which his plantation lies. But 
be can stand at any corner of it and look in 
either direction with the knowlecge that fora 
distance of a mile the landcape belongs to 
him. | 

That may convey an indefinite impression 

to city bred folks, but it is the same in size 
as if you stood at the corner of State and 
Madison streets and claimed undisputed title 
to eyerything as far north as Chicago avenue 
and as far west as Halsted street.

TELLS REASON FOR ACTION

Facts Leading to Suspension of 
Two Cherry Circle Jumpers 
Given in Detail.

George B. Waterstratt of the registration 


committee of the Central A. A. U. is unmoved 
by the threat to refrain from competition in 
the First regiment indoor track meet said 
to have been made by the Chicago Athletic 
association because of alleged unfair dis- 
crimination on the part of the committee 
in suspending Porter and Palmer. high jump- 
ers, for alleged ungentlemanly conduct at 
the Olympic trials at Evanston on June8. 

Mr. Waterstratt believes the conduct of 
the athletes merited punishment and is of 
the opinion other members of the committee 
will not be moved to conciliation at the ex- 
pense of reinstating the men. Both parties 
remaining obstinate, It is presumed the First 
regiment meet will not draw entries from 
the C. A. A. 

The disturbance in Central A. A. U. rela- 
tions was breught to a headeyesterday when 


an interview, credited to Martin Delaney, was 
made public. Mr. Delaney is said to have charged 
Chai:man Harry Keator of the registration com- 
mittee with arbitrary use of his office in the sus- 
pension of two men. 


Brings Answer from Waterstratt. 


Mr Delaney in his interview threatened to 
apppeal to the national registration committee but 
acknowledged he would leave this matter up to the 
will of his men. Mr. Delaney’s criticism of the 
registration committee brought an answer by Mr. 
Waterstratt, who explained the situation last 
night. 

„ While the C. A. A. will not be forced to.enter 
the First regiment meet, said Mr. Waterstratt, 
‘it is only fair that the circumetances surrounding 
the suspension of Porter and Paimer be made pub 
lic. I feel that the registration committee was just 
in its action. The facts of the case are as fol- 
lows: 

„On June 8 Palmer and Porter of the C. A. A 
team were guilty of ungentlemaniy conduct. These 
men were competing In the Olympic trials at 
Evanston. Both are high jumpers. The Olympic 
rules provide that 
have only two trials, The A. A. U. rules permit 
three trials. Porter had failed at two attemp's 
and I refused him a third. Porter demanded a 
third trial under the A. A. U. ruling, and when I 
denied him this he became abusive. I 
appealed to Martin Delaney and Everett C.

GERMANS PUSH OLYMPIC SPORT 


Emperor William Expected to Review | 


30,000 Athletes at Dedication of 
Stadium on June 8. 


New York, Dec. 27.—Athietic officials here today 
learned of plans which have been made for arous- 
ing athietic enthusiasm in Germany as a fore- 
runner of the Olympic games which are to be held 
in Berlin in 1916. 

It is planned to assemble 30,000 athletes in 
Berlin from athletic organizations, schools, and 
colleges throughout the empire to pase in review 
before Emperor William on June 8 next, the occa- 
sion of the dedication of the stadium now being 
constructed on the Grune Vald racecourse, just 
outside the German capital. 

Alter this demonstration the German atheletic 
leaders purpose to put into effect many of the 
American training methods. With the ald of a 
generous government subsidy they count on put. 
ting a strong team in the fleld. A preliminary 
Olympic meet already is being planned by uni 
versity athletes for next summer.

It is an illuminating study 
ot personality~—and a number of other things 
besides; an intimate picture of Japanese life:

The accounts of 
hig contact with western civilization and 
Christianity which he hungered to under- 
stand: and appreciate are awakening in their 
records of the difficulties put before him by 
the very people who should have helped him. 
He was a plucky little heroand his hardships 
in the following of. his ambition make in- 
spiring reading, doubly fascinating with the 
bits of philosophy and “ethic” sprinkled 
through the pages.

Few books are so full of interest for the 
general reader as Frederick A. Talbot's 
“STEAMSHIP CONQUEST OF THESEA”

volume for the general reader, but it is ge 

ten for the benefit of those wha, 
ae rasan celta with the sea or with 
those great ships that indicate the develop- 
ment of watér transportation. In the course 
of three hundred odd pages Mr. Talbot tells 
of the coming of the big Ship. The Birth 
of a Steamehip,” its construction. and pro- 
peliing machinery, the launching and trial 
trip. and the luxury of the modern Uner. 
There is an important chapter on “ Safety 
at Sea.” with which are closely connected 
the steamship lanes of the ocean. the clearing 
of the ocean highways, and the ceaseless 
work of the surveyor of the sea. 

„he Blue Ribbon of the Atlantic“ tells 
of the many con for speed records and 
gives the reader some idea of the enormous 
expense the maintenance of these records en- 
tails. But though this ‘expense is aston- 
ishingly large, it is more astounding that 
it pays. An interesting sidelight on German 
enterprise. is afforded by the last chapter. 
which in telling Why Germany Builds Her 
Own Liners,” shows how cencentration upon

Letters of 
George Meredith.

ILAAAM MAXSE MEREDITH, son 

of the novelist, has collected in two 

volumes letters of his father, be 

ginning with a boyish letter of 1844 

and ending with one addressed to 
the companion of Swinburne, Mr. Watts- 
Dunton, written after the poet's death and 
hardy more than a month before Meredith’s 
own. The letters are not inclusive, as the 
editor explains, and are put forth primarily 
for his father’s personal friends. Yet the 
reader is given the full arc of Meredith's life, 
following him through young manhood, 
through his years of achievement, to the 
chear twilight and set of sun. 

Meredith's formal writing was so full of 
personality that these letters hardly edd to 
our essential knowledge of the man, and are 
to be valued as corroborative rather than in- 
formative in this respect. But the letters are 
for the most part excellent reading, besides 
giving a quickened sense of intimacy with 
one who was truly friend and eider of the 
human spirit.“ :

One impression gained from these letters, 
not to be had from Meredith's novels and 
poems, is of the driving worldly necessity he 
labored under. Letter after letter reveals 
this pressure to earn, a painful pressure in 
view of Meredith’s frail health. 

The letters emphasize, too, the fact that 
Meredith bridged a great period, for we find 
him expressing pungent dissent from the 
praise given some of the triumphs of Tenny- 
son, as The Iyle,” and years later writing 
to his friend, Lord Morley, on the latter’s de- 
parture for America in 1904: “Roosevelt may 
have much within him. He is larkely on the 
outside, so that there does not seem a world 
to study within. He and Porfirio Diaz have 
my chief admiration as rulers of men— 
states.

Equally of the moment are the expressions 
on woman’s suffrage, the latest, in 1006, dis- 
approving but condoning mflitancy—this in 
a letter to the Times: 


Women, and for this they incur our severe dis- 
approbation, are excitable. They desire to have 
the suffrage; to that end they storm the house of 
commons and clamor for the right to assiet ir 
voting for members of the august assembly. It 
was unwise on their part; a breach in good man- 
ners, an error of judgment, proof that they have 
not yet learned how to deal with men. For until 
men have been well shaken at home, and taught 
that woman is a force to be reckoned with, they 
will not only resolutely bar the fortress they hold 
against feminine assailants, they will punish of- 
fenders sharply. But let it be remembered that 
men also are excitable. London town bore wit- 
ness to the fact one day not so. very ancient when 
they skirmished along the streets at night. even 
as an incessant precession of motor omnibustes, 
overwhelmed the police, and indulged in every 
form of loutish. extravagance, merely to celebrate 
a happy event (the relief of Mafeking). Now in 
the case of women the intemperateness of which 
they were guilty held an idea, going some way 
to excuse them.

No better friend of the modern woman than 
George Meredith hae appeared, and his un- 
derstanding of her nature and her’ problem 
gives weight to his confidence in her, ex- 
pressed in this same letter to the Times: 

Consider, too, that the cause for which these im- 
prisoned women are suffering is on its way to be 
realized, Men have only to improve their knowl- 
edge of women, and it will be granted speedily. 
Sentimental prattle ot the mother, the wife, the 
sister is not needed when we see, as the choicer 
spirits of men do now see, that women have brains 
and can be helpful to the hitherto entirely dom 
inant muscular creature who has allowed them 
some degree of influence in return for servile flat- 
teries and the graceful undulations of the snake— 
admired, yet dreaded. Women must have brains te 
have emerged from so long a bondage. . 

Many of the letters contain literary esti- 
mates of interest. No better critic existed 
than Meredith, his culture deep and rich, hig 
vision wide, his sympathies profound ir 
their reach, his senses delicate yet. strong 
In 1906 he wrote at request to an inquiring 
writer this brief estimate of his.own work: 


I have not mace any estimate of the 
welue of my books in prose. I see many faults ip 
all of them, and though.I have not striven for 
perfection, as that would have cramped my hand 
in writing, something nearer to it would have 
pleased me. The Egolst comes nearer than the 
other book to the proper degree of roundness and 
finish. In ‘ Diane of the Crossways’ my ‘critics 
own that a breathing woman is produced, and I 
felt that she wes in me asl wrote. ‘ Rhoda Flem- 
ing’ is liked by some, not much by me.

Uncle Sam's first wife was 
Miss Emily Astor of the famous New York 
family; his second, a Miss Grimes, after 
whose family Grimes’ Hill of Staten island

As everybody knows, the Macmillans have 
always been Marion Crawford's publishers 
but there were two books of his which they 
did not publish.

He was so angry at them 
for refusing that he took “ Saracinesca ”’ to 
the Blackwoods, but later he returned to

millan building on Fifth avenue. He had a 
room at the top of the house. quite bare of 
furnishings, for he did not want. his. mind 
distracted; a simple table, chair, pens, ink.

He never dictated: they were all written in 
his remarkably neat and characteristic hand.

CANADA’S NAVY. 

There were 126 recruits enlisted for the 
Canadian naval service last year, according 
to the annual report of the department, and 
111 desertions. Of the two vessels in the 
na vy, the Niobe gained 111 reeruits and lost 
eighty-six, and the Rainbow gained fifteen 
and lost twenty-five. The figures suggest 
that the fleet soon would have been reduced 
to the captain’s gig, but they are easily ex- 
plainable. 

No attempt has been made to obtain re- 
eruits, and such men as were enlisted came 
from inland rather than the maritime prov- 
inces. They were men without knowledge

UNCLE SAM TO HELP 

The days when the young American could 
pack his family in an oxcart or a prairie 
schooner and go forth to make him a home in 
the wilderness are gone. When one is caught 
in the toils of the city it takes unusual force 
and enterprise to break from them and find 
a place in the open. Back to the land has 

taunted many who are helpless and disap- 
pointed many who were not helped. The 
individual in these complex days needs help 
to get out. . . 

No more legitimate exercise of state aid 
could be hit upon than the organization of 
agencies.to guide the right men to the farm. 
Offices of information in the centers of the 
main economic divisions of the country, if 
conducted efficiently, should be able to en- 
courage really practical decentralization. 
They will help immigrants to find oppor- 
tunity for work away from cities and help 
men who were born on farms and are willing 
to return to go back. , 

This work should be provided for by con- 
gress. There is nothing, perhaps, more im- 
portant than the increase of the productive 
agricultural class. A great mass of prosper- 
ous small land holders would assure the wel- 
fare of the country and the safety of our 
institutions more than anything else.

PLANNING WITH CARE. 

Plans for laying out residence sections 
suitable to the needs of working people and 
their families will be shown at the housing ex- 
hibition to be held by the City club of Chica- 
go in March. For the best and most practical 
plans submitted $600 in prizes will be award- 
ed. The purpose of this feature of the ex- 
hibition is largely educational. The City 
club wants to arouse public interest, and 
more especially the interest of real estate 
men, to the needs of intelligent building up 
of the city instead of the haphazard way in 
which buildings are everywhere going up at 
present. Such intelligent city planning and 
building, the club believes, would act as an 
antidote to the growth of slums. 

It is a fine civic spirit which animates the 
City elub in this undertaking. The hous- 
ing problem is a vital problem in Chicago. 
The promoters of this work will do well, 
however. to guard against the mistakes and 
pitfalls into which the advocates and pro- 
moters of model tenements in New York 
Uave fallen. 

The Vanderbilt, the City and Suburban, 
and Phipps model tenements in the metropo- 
lis are, failures. They were built with the 
intention of becoming competitors of the 
glum tenement, but they made their rents 
too high. People from the slums come to 
take a look at these model tenements. They 
praise and admire them. They sigh for 
them and wish they could move there. But 
they can’t. The rents for these model fla ta 
are from 25 to 40 per cent higher than what 
they pay for their slum homes. Of course, 
these mode! flats are well worth the price 
asked for them. They offer a great many 
accommodations. Nevertheless the price 
asked is not the price the slum worker can 
pay. 

This is not the only problem to be consid- 
ered in laying out plans for model tenements 
or homes for workingmen. The location is 
important. It must-have good transporta- 

tion facilities. The model tenements in New 
York in a number of instances are located 
within ten minutes’ walk from an elevated 
station. Ten minutes’ walk together with 
a halt hour's ride on the elevated to his place 
e employment in the morning and a half 
ride and another ten minutes’ walk 


| to his home at night is a serious consideration 
with the man who works nine or ten hours 
a day.

Besides these unsolved crimes there have 
been reported scores of holdups, burglaries, 
and violence, and a shocking number of at- 
tacks upon women. 

If this goes on Chicago will be back in 
the middle ages, when no man dared to go 
abroad unless he were armed, and a citi- 
zen visiting a neighbor after dark went at- 
tended by torch bearers and armed retainers. 

The immediate cause of this state of 
affairs is incompetence in the police depart- 
ment, and the incompetence is at the top.

The object of this article, however, is not 
to set farth the problem of Chicago. That 
problem is much the same as that of every 
city and hamlet in the country. To ascer- 
tain the amount of misery, divide the popu- 
lation of the place in question into the 
population of Chicago, and then divide the 
misery of Chicago by the result of the first 
division. Now add or subtract from 10 to 50 
per cent, according to the local conditions, 
and you have an approximate portrayal of 
your town.

“The United Charities is a citizens’ 
organization. Its board of directors and 
workers are servants of all the people, It 
is a channel thréugh which help flows 
from the charitable individual to the in- 
dividual in need.”

SUNT ALBERT HOHENAU, who was 

married last summer to Mile. Linka 

Boutourline, daughter of the Russian 

Count Alexander Boutourline and his 

wife, who was Elise Van Schaick of 

the old Knickerbocker family of that name, 

has just been figuring In a rather interest- 

ing fashion as a witness in a lawsult at 
Vienna. 

If I call attention thereto, it is because his 
evidence has been of a nature to bode some- 
what ill for the happiness of his half-Amer- 
ican wife.

It seems that, prior to his marriage, he was 
infatuated with a Viennese danseuse of the 
name of Marie Eberstadt, who is known on 
the stage as Marie Ferrari. 

Since the marriage of Count Hohenau she 
seems to have fallen inte the hands of a man 
of the name of Koberer, and to have been 
instigated by him not only to draw bills upon 
the count but also to forge his acceptance 
thereto, which bills were subsequently dis- 
counted by loan mongers at Vienna. 

The danseuse and Koberer were arrested 
and placed on trial for forgery and fraud at 
Vienna, at the instance of the bill discounters, 
and Count Albert Hohenau, formerly subal- 
tern of a Prussian cuirassier regiment at 
Breslau, was summoned as a witness. 

- 

During the course of his examination Count 
Albert Hohenau admitted that he had been 
compelled by his family to break off his re- 
lations with the danseuse, sorely against his 
will, and forced to marry an heiress; that, 
while he had promised to see that Marie 
never was in want, his allowance from his 
wife was too small to permit him to authorize 
the danseuse to draw upon him or to indorse 
his name to notes. 

He declared that he was still extremely fond 
of her, and that after his engagement and 
even since his marriage he had been in her 
company in Paris and in Italy. 

He regretted that it was untrue that he had 
“married a Russian heiress possessed of 
thirty or forty million florins.“ If he had had 
any such amount at his disposal he would 
not have hesitated to give at least several 
millions to his former inamorata.

Count Albert Hohenau is a grandnephew 
of old Emperor William and a grandson of 
tue emperor's younger brother, Prince Albert, 
surnamed the Elder. 

Prince Albert’s first wife was Princess 
Marianne of the Netheriands, by whom he 
had a son and namesake, who died as a Prus- 
sian field marshal and as regent of the duchy 
of Brunswick. 

After divorcing Princess Marianne of the 
Netherlands Prince Albert the Elder married 
morganatically Mile. Rosalie von Rauch, who 
was created Countess von Hohenau. By this 
marriage he had two sons, William and 
Frederick. 

Count William Hohenau, until 1907, held the 
rank of lieutenant general in the Prussian 
army and of aid de camp general to the 
kaiser. As a member of the kaiser’s military 
household he was in constant attendance 
upon him. 

He was implicated, however, in those un- 
savory scandals which brought about the 
downfall of Prince Philip su Bulenberg and 
of several other officers of high rank, and as

@ result ot this he was deprived by the em- 
peror of all his honors and dignities, turned 
out of the army, and banished from court. 

The affair caused a tremendous sensation, 
Owing to his own popularity and that of his 
wife, who is by birth a Princess Margaret of 
Hohenlohe, and was the favorite cousin of the 
emperor.

Count William's brother, Frederick, for- 
feited the good will of the keiser a number 
of years previously, though for entirely dif- 
ferent causes, which enabled him to retain his 
commission of major on the reserve list of the 
Prussian army. 

Frederick von Hohenau was virtually 
forced to withdraw from the court of Berlin 
as one of the victims of the anonymous letter 
scandal, the true inwardness of which has 
never been revealed to this day, one of the 
chief objects of the animosity of those letters 
being his wife, the then beautiful and ex- 
tremely dashing Countess Fritzi von Hohe- 
nau, who was charged therein with exercising 
an altogether undue influence upon the em- 
peror. 

Young Count Albert Hohenau, the husband 
of Linka Boutourline, is one of her sons.

Talking of the Boutourline family, to which 
Countess Albert Hohenau belongs, it is 
curious that no one thought of mentioning its 
American relationships and its connection 
with the Van Schaick family of New York 
at the time of the sensational) trial at St. 
Petersburg of Patrick O’Brien de Lacy and 
the aged Dr. Panchenko for the poisoning of 
Count Vassilli Boutourline. 

It may be remembered that the physician, 
an exceedingly clever man, was brought to 
book for making a speciality of poisoning 
people by means of inoculating them with the 
germs of one or another fatal malady, and 
that he was employed for this purpose by 
Patrick O'Brien de Lacy, a Russian noble 
of Lrish origin, to kill off his wife’s brother, 
Vassilli Boutourline, in order that his own 
wife’s inheritance might be increased. 

The trial ,which resulted in Dr. Panchenko 
and Patrick O’Brien de Lacy being sentenced 
to penal servitude for life—there is no capital 
punishment in the ordinary criminal proce- 
dure of Russla—was perhaps the most sensa- 
tional cause célébre in recent years, an’ inci- 
dentally led to the laying bare of all sc rts of 
scandals, compromising some of the principal 
names of the great world of St. Petersburg. 

~~ 

Etiquette is more strict at court during the 
present reign than in that of Edward VII., 
and serves to recall the régime of Queen Vic- 
torla. Thus, the rules about remaining stand- 
ing in the presence of the sovereign are being 
once more enforced, and visitors, guests, and 
the men and women holding official positions 
at court find it extremely trying and niost 
fatiguing to remain for hours together on 
their feet. 

It was on the occasion of the last audience 
of Mr. Gladstone with Queen Victoria, when 
he. was extremely old and feeble, that she 
offered him a seat, and he records it in one 
of his letters as an act of exceptional favor 
and graciousness on her part, the first occa- 
sion, indeed, in all his long career as one of 
her ministers and as one of the foremost 
statesmen of her reign to recetve such a com- 
pPliment and unusual token of consideration.

$2.50 pet day in Vienna or Berlin, and laborers 
half of that, and labor in the harvest flelds 
is 50 to 0 cents a day, and they lunch on dry 
bread. Meat, 40 to 50 cents a pound; butter, 
30 to 50 cents, neither of which these people 
may indulge in, and yet they are, as a rule, 
contented, because selfish agitetors and 
troublemakers do not destroy their peace. 

Old age pensions mean that some are ask- 
ing theif neighbors to do for them what they 
have beén unwilling to do for themselves, and 
thereby acknowledge their weakness. The 
county farm should take care of the unfor- 
tunate class, It is up to all of us to think 
of rainy days. True, living is higher, but 
labor made it go, and yet we are very much 
better off than the peopie in other countries, 
and cereals and vegetables are cheap and 
wholesome, but require more work in prep- 
aration.

f English Muffins. 

Our grocer receives several dosen English muf- 
fins every Friday by express from a woman in 
a city 300 miles away. They sell for 50 cents 
a dozen. She fills many orders from other cities. 
They are made from a raised dough and cooked 
upon a soapstone griddle—a heavy iron griddle 
and asbestos mat will do as well. The muffins 
are the size of a saucer and an inch thick, and 
are to be reheated. They “sell like hot cakes” 
and are all spoken for when they arrive here. 
Her profits are splendid. 

Here is the recipe for English muffins: 

Into three cups of warm milk stir a small 
teaspoonful of salt, a large tablespoonful of 
butter, melted but not Lot; two teaspoonfuls of 
granulated sugar, and a half cake of com 
yeast. When the yeast is thoroughly dissolved 
sift into the liquid enough flour to make a stiff 
batter—almost too stiff to stir, and yet not stiff 
enough to knead. Beat this batter long and 
hard, then put into a bread raiser, cover, and 
set in a warm place to raise. At the end of six 
hours look at the dough, and if it is full of holes 
like a honey comb it is ready for use. Have a 
sc&pstone griddie evenly heated. Spread the 
pastry board with flour. From the mass of dough 
eut quickly and lightly, handling as little as 
possible, pieces of dough of uniform size. Drop 
each on the floured board from the hands and 
shape them quickly and with a light touch into 
muffins, patting them gently into shape and lay- 
ing them at once on the heated griddle. Allow 
them to remain untouched while they swell and 
raise. When brown on the under side lift with 
a cake turned and turn gently to brown the 
upper side. Cook slowly that the muffins may 
be done in the center. They should be an inch 
thick when baked and the baking should take 
about twenty minutes.

erg YORK, Dec. 27.—The call loan renewal 
12 per cent established today was the high- 
est of the year, and, indeed, the highest cince the 
first few days of January, 1908. Money did loan 
however, as high as 20 per cent this year on Nov. 20, 
but on that occasion the renewal rate was lower 
Before the close today the rate fell to 1% per cent, 
but only a small sum of money was placed at that 
The 1% per cent was, of course, without 
Particular significance It only means that all 
Stock exchange requirements had been filled and 
that there was absolutely no demand for accor- 
modation. It was considered interesting, how- 
ever, that the lowest fate of the year should have 
been reached in the final week of December when 
the Wall street money market is usually stiffest.

‘The current strain in the money market has occa- 
sioned no surprise in the street. Indeed, it seems 
Senerally expected both here and elsewhere in the 
country that even higher rates will be seen in the 
first few days of next week. Nearby years have 
been years of monetary ease. Moderate speculative 
requirements and mediocre general business have 
afforded abundant banking reserves and kept ine 
terest rates low, but previously the wimding up of 
the year was usually accompanied by a period 
of money stringency. At the close of 1907 money 
went to 25 per cent. In December, 1 , there 
was a high rate of 36 per cent and the same month 
in 1905 Saw the call rate as high as 125 per cent. 
During the last few days interior institutions have 
deem strengthening their reserves here in antici- 
pation of putting out funds very advantageously 
during the next week or so. It was reported yes- 
terday that these out of town banks had intructed 
their correspondents here not to put out the 
money at less than 16 per cent.

POINTS FLAWS IN 
DUAL SCHOOL PLAN 


Charles H. Judd of the Uni- 
~ versity of Chicago Takes 
Issue with E. G. Cooley. 


GERMAN SYSTEM TARGET. 


Declares Situation in Kaiser’s 
Land Much Different from 
That in America. 


[The chief point at iseue in the present 
Stage of the discussion upon vocational 
education is that of dual or single ad- 
ministration, or—in other words—shail cur 
vocational schools be in a separate sye- 
tem from our present schools or shall vo- 
eational education be incorporated into 
the present system. Upon this point the 
experience and practice of Germany/seems 
to be considered as especially pertinent 
by both sides of the controversy. Mr. 
Cooley’s bill is based largely on the Ger- 
man system, and, on the other hand, those 
who object to his dual administration plan 
base their objections in part on short- 
comings declared by them to be revealed 
in the workings of that system. Mr. Judd 
of the University of Chicago in an ar- 
ticle published some days ago cited some 
of these and Mr. Cooley followed with an 
article “in correotion.”” Mr. Judd re- 
plies in an article published today.]

Thie gives us more than 5 per cent, and 
shows that secondary school attendance is 
in a ratio nearly two and one-half times as 
great in this country as in Germany. Surely 
thie indicates that the secondary schools 
of this country mean more to the people than 


do the secondary schools in Germany. 


one cannot fail to recall also the well 
known fact that secondary education of 


girls fe relatively uncommon. in Germany, 


nie in this country nearly all public high 
schools are coeducational. 

Second, Mr. Cooley regards my quotation 
from the manufacturer who praised a school 
giving one hour a week of industrial training 
as aside from the point. Let us compare the 
provision of Mr. Cooley’s bill with the prac- 
tice in one of the best systems of continua- 
tion schools in Germany. 

Takes Issue with Cooley. 


Mr. Cooley says of his own bill: “The 


program proposed by the bill under discus- 


sion provides for six hours a week.“ 

In Munich—where we are dealing with a 
continuation school, not one of the much 
praised all day technical trade schoois—boys 
must attend trum eight to ten hours a week, 
girlie must attend six hours a week, although 
they may attend a voluntary course up to 
twelve hours a week. 

The point is that even the best program 
offered in this country by those who propose 
a separate system is decidedly shorter than 
the German program of the continuation 
schools in Munich. If the best program 18 so 


meager, why should the general tendnency to | 


reduce this kind of education be overlooked 
when the significant fact remains that many 
who are discussing industrial education in 
this country are satisfied to cut down the 
time even more than Mr. Cooley does? 
Advice of German Educators. 

Mr. Cooley is surprised to learn that Ger- 
man educators advise us to keep our schools 
together. The statement I made to the effect 
that German educators advise Americans 
not to separate industrial education from 
general education was quoted from Prof. 
F. W. Roman, who recently made an ex- 
haustive study of German industrial edu- 
cation, from the point of view of the trained 
economist. 

The German attitude toward their own 
Schools is an entirely different matter. Mr. 
Cooley referred to the Prussian commission 
of 1910 as though the findings of that body 
indicated the German attitude toward Ameri- 
can schools. The action taken in Prussia in 
1910 referred only to the situation now ex- 
iating in Germany after the separation has 
become an established fact, thoroughly dis- 
advantageous to the school system. 

Under these existing conditions, one of 
the strongest reasons why the industrial 
schools will not go back into relation with 
the common schools is that the common 


schools are so conservative. If the ini@ustrial | 


ochools came under the same control as the 
common schools then the industrial schools 
would be involved in such disputes as those 


which are going on regarding religious in- 
struction.

of the common schools because the common 
schools are regarded by progressive indus- 
trial teachers as backward. The German 
experience with regard to their own schools 
is exactly as Mr. Cooley states. The con- 
tempt of the industrial people for the com- 
mon schools is exactly what my earlier argu- 
ment pointed out as undesirable for this coun~- 
try. 

The fact is that the strongest argument for 


a divided school which is presented in our 


own country is the argument that the present 
school teachers and officers are not able to 
cope with the industrial problem, Hence we 
are advised to start a new system of schools. 

We have only two examples to look to in 
this matter. One is the German example, 
where the Industrial schools will not go back 
to the common school control for the reasons 
cited. It tis interesting at this point to in- 
dulge in the digression that, in Munich, the 
genius of Dr. Kerschensteiner, who is one of 
the ablest organizers of industrial education 
in Germany, is exhibiting itself through a 
singlé unified system. 

The other example to which we may ap- 
peal is our recent American experience in 
Massachusetts. There they began with two 
separate boards, one in charge of the com- 
mon schools, one in charge of industrial edu- 
cation. The attitude of these two boards 
toward each other was exactly that described 
by Mr. Cooley in his reference to the Prus- 
sian commission. } 


+ Separation Failure in Bay State. 

The result of this separation of the two 
interests in Massachusetts was that nothing 
was done for a long time. The people of the 
state finally created a single central board 
controlling both kinds of schools. Even this 
unification has not carried the state of Mas- 
sachusetts far, because they are keeping 
alive in minor details some of the distinc- 
tions against which I am arguing. Massa- 
chusetts is getting less industrial education 
today with its partially unified educational 
system than is New York with its completely 
unified .system. 

My whole argument was intended to show 
that the virtue of the German example is 
not in its separation of the schools, which in 
most centers is indeed real and persistent, 
but in the progressive spirit of the industrial 
schools. We need this progressive spirit 
much in all our schools, especially the com- 
mon school, which all of our people attend. 


Says German System Would Not Suit. 
I should join Mr. Cooley in any praise which 


be is willing to bestow on German indus- | 
trial schools. I cannot agree that the or- 


ganization of the German system is a suit- 


able example for us to follow. 


I cannot find any ground for the belief 
that Mr. Cooley or any one else would want 
our common schools to be like the Volks- | 
chulen, separated from the higher schools 


as well as from the industrial schools. 


I cannot believe we ever shall let our sec- | 


ondary school system drift away from its 
present popularity and close connection with 
the common schools to the aristocratic ex- 


clusiveness represented by the German gym- | 
naslum.

Dumped Into Mud and Slush 
on Return from “Votes for 
Women” Meeting. 


NEARING GOAL ATALBANY 


“General” Jones and Aids Expect 
to Reach State Capital Some- 
time Tomorrow. 


Albany, N. T., Dec. 27.—[8pecial.}—The 
suffragist army, headed by General Ros- 
alle Jones, was close to annihilation tonight 
when an automobile which had beén pressed 
into service to carry the suffragisis from a 
meeting in a farmhouse skidded and ran 


down an embankment, throwing the occu- 


pante into the mud and slush. The accident 
occurred just north of Valatie, where the 
women are spending the night after a hard 
day’s drilling through sleet and mud. 

The army halted at Pine Bush inn, in Va- 
latie, long after nightfall. After a change 
of clothing General 
“army” resolved to address a suffrage 
meeting at the home of Joseph Valentine, 


three miles north of Valatie. The party de- 


cided to go by automobile. 
‘Auto Slides Into Gulley. 
On the return trip to Pine Bush inn the 
automobile slid from right to left in such a 
manner that General Jones called upon 


the chauffeur to exercise care. Ata turn n 
‘the road, a mile north of Pine Bush inn the 
car began to slide, and not even the emrgency 
‘brake could check its steady progress to- 


ward a ravine which lined the roadway. Be- 
fore any of the suffragists could jump the 
machine had slid over the embankment to 


the bottom of the gully. 


All the party, including “* General Jones, 
were hurled into the mud and slush. None 
was injured except General Jones, who 
complained of a slightly bruised, arm. 

After a long wait in the driving rain, the 


| suffragists sighted the lights of an automo- 


bile which brought them to town. 


Bad Day for Walkers. 

With the exception of the day before 
Christmas, when they walked into Hudson 
in a blizzard, today was the most back- 
aching day the suffregists have had. 

The army expects to reach Albany on 
Sunday.

UNION HEAD TELLS OF KILLING 


Thomas Freer Held to the Grand 
Jury for Conway Tragedy. 


HE PLEADS SELF-DEFENSE, 


Asserts Three Men Attacked Him in 
Quarrel Over Auto. .

Thomas Freer, financial seoretary of local 
520 of the United Steamfitters and Helpers’ 
union, was held to the grand jury yesterday 
by a coroner’s jury. 

Freer shot and killed James Conway, a 
member of the finance committee of the 
union, Thursday morning in the secretary's 
office in room 604 of the Mortimer building. 

The prisoner was held without bail. He 
was taken to the county jail after the inquest, 
which was held at the office of the Eastern 
Casket company, 58 East Randolph street. 


Freer Tells of Shooting. 

Conway was shot as the result of a quarrel 
over an automobile which the union owned 
for the use of its officials. Freer testified 
he, saw that Conway, Joseph A. Kane, and 
Thomas Welsh were determined to get 
him.” He said he fired only after he had 
been struck several times and finally was 
knocked down. 

Threats have been made against me by 
these men, Freer testified, *‘ because I op- 
posed the candidacy of Kane for business 
agent of the union. I believe the men in- 
tended to get me when they came to t 
office,. Conway was a close friend of Kane 
and Walsh was a close friend of both of 
them. 


Says Conway Cursed and Struck Him. 

“Conway and the others leaned over the 
desk and asked for an order for the auto- 
mobile. I told them I didn't know whether 
Kane had been elected business agent and 
that I doubted if he were entitled to the use 
of the machine. Then Conway began cursing 
and struck me under the ear. Kane came in 
and they all started to beat me. I pulled my 
revoiver and it was discharged in the strug- 
gile.”’ 

Kane and Walsh in their testimony said 
the shooting was caused by Freer’s refusal 
to let Kane have an order for the automobile, 
which is supposed to be at the disposal of 


the officials of the union at any time. They 
denied attacking Freer.
